WHEN BRAKES ARE NEEDED. 
In the early day s of automobiles, when the 
world was in the horse and buggy age, a horn 
was probably essential. 
Today , in most cases, it 
is used by drivers in lieu of brak es, and thus it is 
not only annoy ing, but ex tremely dangerous. 
Many drivers today dash through a populated 
district without 
abating their 
speed one bit, 
sounding their horns almost continuously so that 
they may tak e the right of way by reason of 
their insistence and their reck lessness. 


The difficulty is that many drivers think 
that the sounding of a horn is the mark of a 
careful driver and is to be commended rather 
than condemned. 
Such, however, is not 
the 
case; the good driver is so careful himself and 
has his car so constantly under control that he 
has absolutely no need of a warning signal. 
If 
he is approaching a dangerous intersection he 
need not sound a long blast on his noisemak er, 
but approaches the crossing at low speed and 
mak es certain that it is safe to proceed before 
he does so. 


iacts mak e it plain that not all of the notion’s 
ex penditures on tobacco “goes up in 
smok e,” 
The smak er is helping considerably to pay costs 
of government, even if the money he spends on 
tobacco is somethimes diverted from something 
a trifle nobler or more worthwhile. 
In a y ear 
when the total m anufacturers of tobacco had a 
value of $8 20,000,000, the federal revenues there­ 
from amounted to $309 ,000,000, or something lik e 
40 per cent. Curiously enough, there is little or 
no complaint on the part of consumers, concern­ 
ing this tax . 


It hasn’t been so long since cigarettes were 
a minor item on our annual smok e bill. We now 
smok e about twelve of them to every cigar. 
In 
1923, 65,000,000,000 “pills” were consumed in the 
United States, 
In 1928 , this total had grown to 
8 5,000,000,000. 
The fag is literally the founda­ 
tion of tobacco revenue, since precisely two-thirds 
of last y ear’s federal tobacco tax receipts were 
derived from this source — nearly seven times a3 
much as was paid on cigars. Ex cluding the in­ 
come tax , tobacco is now furnishing 58 per cent 
of the nation’s total internal revenue. 


Here are the facts: 
We prefer not to m or­ 
alize or draw conclusions. One might comment, 
of course, on the part play ed by the war in the 
popularization of the cigarette. 
One might say 
that the short, swift smok e fits in with the jazz 
age. 
One might, on the other hand, say that 
where there is so much smok e, there must be not 
a little fire. 
Or one might just content oneself 
with the remark : 
“Here are the facts. 
Draw 
y our own conclusions.” 
We tnink we'll do just 
that.

surv eys of a ll ha za rds in the com­ 
munity, such a s riv ers a nd la kes 
subject to ov erflow, mines, muni­ 
tion fa ctories, etc. 
In listing the 9 3S disa sters in the 
United Sta tes a nd its possessions 
in which the society ha s giv en re­ 
lief since its orga niza tion uniter the 
interna tiona l trea ty signed m 1882 
by President Arthur, the Red Cross 
giv es the three groups of ca la mi­ 
ties a ppea ring most frequently, a s 
follows: cyclones, torna does, hurri­ 
ca nes a nd other storms, 231; fires, 
131; floods, 126.

The Rush county grand jury 


went into session this morning 
at nine o'clock and about an 
hour later returned an indict- 
ment against Bert Rees, charging 
him with first degree murder. 
Rees shot and killed his wife, 
Eva Rachel Rees, a't their home 
two miles north of Glenwood 
more than a week ago. 


The grand jury action followed 


the refusal of the state hospital 
for the insane at Madison to 
take'Rees back on recommitt- 
ment papers. Rees who is admit- 
tedly unbalanced of mind, will 
probably be sent to the state hos- 
pital for the criminally insane at 
the state prison in Michigan 
City. 
, Alva H. Swain of Posey town- 
ship was appointed foreman of 
the jury and Frank Havens was 
made grand jury bailiff. Other 
members of the jury were Bert 
Mull, Merrill S. Ball, Delbert O. 
Eakins, Fred Shelhorn and Har- 
ry Gosnell. Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Russell B. Titsworth prepar- 
ed the indictment and Judge 
Sparks ordered a bench warrant 
following the return of the true 
bill.Rees 'is being held in jail since 
the fatal shooting. Only two wit- 
nesses were called before the 
grand jury in its investigation. 
They were Dr. Lowell M. Green. 
Rush county coroner, and L. il. 
Coons, Rush county 
sheriff? 


Coroner Green tc^ay filed his 
verdict in the death of Mrs. Rees. 
The defendant in the grand jury 
indictment was charpd with 
premeditated murder. 


In the coronsr's inquest, only 


the testimony of two witnesses 
to the tragedy, was entered. This 
was the account or the fatal 
shooting as told by Ralph Lowell 
Rees, and Alice Evelyn Rees. 
children of the family who were, 
in the dining room when the 
shooting took place. 


According to prosecuting at- 


torney Titsworth, the murder 
case was the only investigation 
the grand jury made in its ses- 
sion today. A formal hearing 
will be given Rees before Judge 
Sparks for a disposal of the case. 
No date has been set for this 
hearing.

In the early days of automobiles, when tha

not only annoying, but extremely dangerous.

Many drivers today dash through a populated 
district without abating their speed one bit, 


• sounding their horns almost continuously so that 
'. they'may take the right of way by reason of 


their insistence and their recklessness. 


The difficulty is that many drivers think 


that the sounding of a horn is the mark gf a 
careful driver and is to be commended rather 
than condemned. Such, however, is not 
the 


case; the good driver is so careful himself and 
has his car so constantly under control that he 
has absolutely no need of a warning signal. If 


• he is approaching a dangerous intersection he 


need not sound a long blast on his noisemakcr, 
but approaches the crossing at low speed and 
makes certain that it is safe to proceed before 
he does so.

Excluding the in- 
come tax, tobacco is now furnishing 58 per cent 
'of the nation's total internal revenue.

One might comment, 
of course, on the part played by the war in the 
popularization of the cigarette. One might say 
that the short, swift smoke fits in with the jazz 
age.

It 
stresses the necessity for strength- 
ening committees and plans for 
meeting emergency relief, and for 
surveys of all hazards in the com- 
munity, such as rivers and lakes 
subject to overflow, mines, muni- 
tion factories, etc. 


In listing the 938 disasters in the 


United States and its possessions 
'in which the society has given re- 
lief since its organization undpr the 
international treaty signed m 1SS2- 
by President Arthur, the Red Cross 
gives the three groups of calami- 
ties appearing most frequently, as 
.follows: cyclones, tornadoes, hurri- 
canes and other storms, 231; fires, 
131; floods, 126. 


Since tlie Red Cross responded 


in 1882 to the first appeal made to 
it for disaster relief, to mitigate the 
plight of pioneering farmers and 
villagers driven' from their homes 


A modern hospital,' built 


by Bed Cross to replace facilities 
destroyed by "West Indies hurricane in 
Porto Blco; is base for fight against epidemics. 


by forest fires'in the.North Central 
states, methods' of communication

The first great disaster In which 


the Red Cross gave relief .was the 
Johnstown, Pa.; flood, and the sec- 
ond was the San Francisco earth- 
quake.

Valley flood'of 1927. A fund of 
more than $17,000,000 was expend-' 
ed by'the Red Cross'.to aid the 
victims of that flood. 
'In the 48 years of its existence, 
the American 'Bed Cross has ex- 
pended $77,354,000 in disaster relief. 
Under its charter from Congress'it 
'is-obligated to give relief in disas-
